Unprecedented Action 
Follows All-Day Hear- 
ing—President Stella- 
to to Appeal Decision 
to Convention. 


DETROIT, March 15 (AP)—The 
international executive board of 
- the CIO United Auto Workers to- 

day set up a board of administra- 
tion for its giant Ford local 600 
largest in the world, with 50,- 
000 members—and directed it to 
fire any officers found to be 
“members of, or subservient to” 
the Communist party. 

The unprecedented action fol- 
lowed an all-day session, which 
broke up shortly after midnight, 
at which Carl Stellato, president 
of the local, and his staff had 
been ordered to show cause why 
they should not be ousted. 

UAW president Walter P. 
Reuther, chairman of the new 
six-man board of adminis‘ration, 
had charged Stellato, vice presi- 
dent Patrick F. Rice, recording 
secretary William R. Hood and 
treasurer W. G. Grant of Local 
600 of failing to abide by the 
UAW constitution, which pro- 
hibits Communists from holding 

‘office within the union. 
Take-Over Planned. 

The board was reported plan- 
ning to take over the local’s 
headquarters either tomorrow or 
Monday. 
of top union officers 
headed by Reuther—himself a 
in U.A.W. . annals.

union officer. 

In its. statement, which took 
several hours to draft following 
end of the show-cause 


clared that, in its opinion: 

“The difficulties in Local 600 
arise ‘from the manipulations of 
a small but well-disciplined Com- 
munist group which exerts influ- 
ence far beyond its actual mem- 
bers. 

“The evidence presented to the 
international executive board 
proves beyond any doubt that 
this disciplined Communist mi- 
nority was able to subvert the 
policies, programs and 
tions of Local 600 to their own 
ends and against the best inter- 
ests of the union membership.” 

In Wake of Inquiry. 

The executive board action 
came after witnesses at recent 
hearings of the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee here 
named several Local 600 leaders 
as Communists. 

Stellato changed his mind to- 
day about resisting the executive 
beard’s action, but said he would 
appeal the decision to the next 
international UAW convention in 
May of 1953. 

Reuther said it was the purge 
board’s intention to remove as 
few as possible of the local's 
elected officers and those holding 
appointive jobs. All of them, 
however, are subject to removal 
at any time if the board desires. 
No actual firing or suspending of 
anybody, however, has yet been 
taken. 

Former Reuther Ally. 

Stellato formerly was a close 
political ally of Reuther, who had 
supported him for the Local 600 
presidency. But the two broke 
more than a year ago-over policy 
differences and have feuded 
sharply since then.

ROBERT KNETZER 
ESCAPES FROM 
FEDERAL CUSTOD! 


Bankrupt Auto Dealer 
Eludes Bailiffs When 
Out of Jail on Fund- 
Raising Mission. | 


Robert L. Knetzer, bankrupt 
Edwardsville automobile dealer 
who originated a multi-million 
dollar automobile’ sales scheme 
that collapsed, has escaped from 
federal custody, it was disclosed 
today. 

Knetzer, under an indefinite 
prison sentence for contempt of 
court, eluded two special bailiffs 
here yesterday, United States Dis- 
trict Judge Charles G. Briggle 
announced at Springfield, Ill. No 
details were given as to how he 
escaped. 

He was released temporarily 
from jail early this _week, in 
custody of the bailiffs, to go on 
a fund-raising trip. Knetzer had 
been permitted on previous oc- 
casions to make trips of this kind, 
but he never before attempted 
to escape. 

By raising an additional $80,- 
000, the bankrupt automobile 
dealer could have. purged himself 
from a contempt finding entered 
against him‘ by Judge Briggle in 
Deeember 1949. 

The judge, at that time, held 
that Knetzer possessed $250,000 
in undeclared assets that could be 
applied toward satisfying. claims 
of hundreds of creditors who lost 
money in the promotion scheme. 

On previous fund-raising ex- 
cursions, he raised a total. of 
$170,000. During these. previous 
periods. of freedom, he was in the 
custody of the United States mar- 
shal. - 

Knetzer did'a nation-wide busi- 
ness in 1947 and 1948, displaying 
“new-used” automobiles in an Ed- 
wardsville showroom and in a 
Jerseyville (Ill.) alfalfa field. 

. When his promotion collapsed, 
he owed an estimated $2,400,000

MOSCOW, March 15 (UP) — 
Russian composer Dmitri Shosta- 
kovich, who in the. past has been 
criticized by Soviet publications, 
has been awarded a Stalin prize 
for 10 choral poems, some of 
which are based on the writings 
of Walt Whitman. 

Shostakovich’s second place 
award was one of the final group 
of Stalin prizes for literature and 
arts announced today. 

With the prizes for science and 
technology announced the past 
two days, the awards total about 
24,000,000 rubles ($6,000,000). 

For the first time a group of 
foreigners were awarded prizes 
for literature and arts.

night.

bers of the Montclair Yale Club. 
A member of the Yale class of 
1923, he was given a silver replica 
of the Paul Revere Bowl “as a 
Yale graduate who has made his 
letter in life.” 

Pointing out that 60 cents of 
the current tax dollar already 
goes to the Pentagon, he de- 
clared: 

“I have great respect for most 
of our military leaders, but as 
sure as the sun is coming up to- 
morrow, if military appropriation 
requests are ndt checked as least 
as carefully as all other appro- 
priation requests, this armament 
program can only end in national 
bankruptcy.” 

Symington, who served as the 
first Secretary of the Air Force, 
reported that in Washington one 
hears .such remarks as, “You 
can’t touch that appropriation re- 
quest, because it is for national 
defense.” 

An Example of Waste. 

Emphasizing that “tremendous 
savings” in government costs can 
be made, he said: 

“Here is just one example of 
what can be done. Several trips 
to Alaska convinced us the mili- 
tary housing costs up there were 
way out of line. So we checked 
with various experienced con- 
tractors and found they all 
agreed. They blamed as the pri- 
mary reason intricate and unnec- 
essary specifications. 

“Accordingly, I asked Gen. R. 
E. Wood, head of Sears, Roebuck 
& Co., to lend us his best low-cost 
housing man. 

“Gen. Wood went further than 
that. He lent his whole housing 
department at no cost to the Gov- 
ernment—and within a relatively 
short period of time these experts 
came up with detailed specifica- 
tions for a house tailored to the 
Alaskan climate which cost less 
than half what the taxpayer, 
through his Government, was 
paying.” 

Favors More Publicity. 

Symington urged publication of 
more facts about lagging Ameri- 
can defense efforts to bring home 
to the people the danger pre- 
sented by rapidly growing Soviet 
strength. 

He contended that estimates of 
our production of tanks and air- 
planes for 1952 snd 1953, as 
against the number :t is expected 
the Russians will produce, would 
not help the enemy, asserting that 
it is easy for anyone to get de- 
tails of quantity production of 
tanks, planes or submarines in 
this country. 

“If publication of these figures 
worried the people, that would be 
wise, because it might galvanize 
public thinking into more ac- 
tion,” he said. “In any case, is it 
not right in a democracy to give 
the people as much truth as pos- 
sible, so they can make up their 
minds against a background of 
facts? ; 

“A policy of telling more about 
these basic aspects of power bal- 
ance should result in great ad- 
vantages to the country. 

“For example, if our leaders 
of labor realized the degree of 
the danger now confronting 
America, they would not be so 
prone to demand heavy wage in- 
creases. Business men in turn 
would be less determined about 
realizing more profit on higher 
sales, especially if the latter 
came from armament orders, and 
more willing to absorb slight wage 
increases without raising prices. 

“Farmer, worker, banker and 
business man might all put their 
shoulders to the wheel in a com- 
bined effort to prevent necessary 
rearmament from creating an in- 
a which would destroy us

She added that several weeks 
ago, her husband reported a few 
missiles, struck the wall of the 
union offices at 8614A Manches- 
ter avenue, Maplewood, near 
where Myers was standing. 

“Some of the boys thought they 
were shots,” Mrs. Myers said. 

Maplewood police are continu- 
ing their efforts to trace the busi- 
ness agent’s movements in the 
hours immediately preceding the 
killing. He attended a union board 
meeting Wednesday night and 
later visited a tavern at 8212 
Manchester avenue with two other 
union officials. They told police 
Myers drove away in his auto- 
mobile about 11 o’clock, and he 
later passed them driving north 
in Hanley road, near Clayton 
road. He apparently was alone in 
his machine, the officials added. 

No Fingerprints on Pistol. 

Police tests showed that the 
four bullets that struck Myers 
came from a_.32-caliber pistol 
found on the seat of his machine 
beside the body. Police have ‘been 
unable to determine whether the 
pistol belonged to Myers, but were 
told it is the type of weapon the 
business agent usually had with 
him. There were no identifiable 
fingerprints on the pistol. 

Myers, 43 years old, lived at 
2811A Arlington avenue, with his 
wife and two small daughters. 

Police files disclosed a criminal 
record for Myers. He had been 
arrested frequently, often in the 
company of safe-crackerg, several 
of whom are now serving prison 
terms. In 1937 he received a 
one-year-to-life sentence in Illi- 
nois for burglary. In 1934 he 
was sentenced to 90 days in City 
Workhouse for theft of a purse.

No Relief for Veterans? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


My husband, a World War II veteran 
who was recalled to serve in Korea, 
recently was discharged. He came 
home and started working like mad to 
try to get our debts current within the 
six months we thought we had under 
theSoldiers and Sailors Relief Act. 

* He had been home about a month and 
we received notice from the Veterans 
Administration that foreclosure suit had 
been filed with them on our home! We 
called and asked about our rights. We 
were told that it would be up to the 
court to decide if we had done all that 
was possible to continue our payments. 

We. worked hard long hours, doing 
without the clothing and food we really 
needed, and after two months we had 
made eight house payments, thus stop- 
ping the foreclosure proceedings. 

» Before we had had time to get our 
breath ‘we started getting final notices 
from a loan.company, which had a small 
loan on our refrigerator. We were 
forced to obtain the services of an at- 
torney fo keep from having our re- 
frigerator repossessed. My husband 
has been out of the service five months 
rlow and in that time we have made 
nine payments on the refrigerator. The 
balance now is $36. 

Now we have a notice from the loan 
company saying that if we don’t have 
two more payments in their office in a 
few days they will take the refrigerator. 

What we are wondering now is why 
must a man who has given so much to 
the protection of his country be forced 
to suffer insults from persons who prob- 
ably have never given a day’s service 
for our country? Yes, these service men 
pay income tax just like the men who 
stay home and continue their normal 
living with a nice income, while the 
reservist, especially an enlisted man, 
buffers a serious loss of pay in service.

There have been a number of recent examples 
this sort of thing. One was the promo- 
tion to captain of a lieutenant whose brother 
was an influential Democrat. He may well have 
been the best-fitted man for higher rank; but 
fitness and merit obviously were not the test. 
Certainly that is the way it looked to the man 
on the beat. 

In another case two patrolmen and two special 
officers participated in the capture of two former 
convicts after the holdup-killing of a hotel clerk. 
That Friday the Police Board met and filled 
vacancies in higher ranks. The four officers 
were passed over, The following Friday the 
Board issued citations ta the four officers, but 
nothing was said of promotions. Is this the way 
to build morale and'‘efficiency? Is this the way 
to reward merit? 

Obviously the answers must be in the nega- 
tive. It is equally obvious that changes are 
called. for. The Police Board can and should 
establish a system of promotion on merit, a 
system in which politics and friendships are 
dead issues, and in which’ outstanding police 
work brings prompt and tangible rewards. 


If the board would do this, it would be taking 
the most important step within its power to in- 
crease police efficiency and morale and make 
the department the finest in the nation. Is the 
board equal to the challenge? 
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Austrian Stumbling Block 

An Austrian peace agreement—such as the 
one just suggested by France, Great Britain and 
the United States—would be an excellent pre- 
lude to the German peace conference suggested 
by Russia a few days earlier. The ability to get 
together on the relatively easy Austrian problem 
ought to increase the prospects for settling the 
more complicated German issues. 

This, however, assumes that. settlements are 
really desired in both cases. The Russians give 
little encouragement on this score. And it must 
be confessed that the Western powers do not 
seem overly eager in the case of Austria. Else 
why have they put forward the proposition that 
the four governments should give up all proper- 
ty seized in Austria as Nazi assets or as booty 
of war? 

The Russians helped themselves outrageously 
to such property. But as late as 1949 the Allies 
agreed that the Soviet Union was entitled to 
keep certain Austrian oil and shipping proper- 
ties and to get $150,000,000 for Austrian indus- 
trial properties which it held. Surely, nobody 
really expects Russia to give these up now. 


The Western powers explain that these con- 
cessions were made to the Kremlin in considera- 
tion of its approval of an Austrian peace treaty, 
and that they are not binding now because the 
approval was not forthcoming. That is a good 
argument, but it hardly seems calculated to 
bring the Russians around. 

Otherwise, the Austrian peace proposals have 
been considerably simplified. Maybe the proper- 
ty provision is chiefly for bargaining purposes. 
It is also excellent for stalling. Somehow, it is 
hard to be optimistic about an Austrian settle- 
ment, let alone a German one, until there is a 
more fundamental change of attitude in Moscow. 
But a treaty will never be signed if the diplo- 
mats do not keep trying. 
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A Good Sign 


One test of the sincerity of a congressional 
investigation is the quality and character of 
counsel employed to advise the committee, to 
guide its course and to do the spadework on 
which the inquiry in the end must depend. 


For the post of counsel, the House Judiciary 
subcommittee which is to investigate the Depart- 
ment of Justice has chosen Stephen A. Mitchell, 
a practicing lawyer from Chicago. Mr. Mitchell 
stands out among the progressive members of the 
Illinois bar. He is on the side of good government 
and justice, as indicated by his notable part in

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The Irregularity of Regularity 

In an election year politicians naturally glorify 
the merits of party regularity, but at other times 
they may tend to forget about it. This is indi- 
cated by a study of congressional votes by the 
Congressional Quarterly staff. 

Congressional Quarterly reports on 119 Senate 
votes in which the majority of one party opposed 
the majority of the other. The Democrats lost 
48 of these votes and the Republicans 51 because 
some of their members voted with the othér 
side. That is, five of every six-of the more 
controversial votes were decided “by Senators 
who jumped party fences &nd voted with the 
opposing party.” 

This is nothing new in American history. And 
in reeent years the Democrats have often been 
split on a regional basis, between Northern and 
Southern blocs. The Republicans have been 
divided on foreign policy. These divisions have 
appeared most often in the House. 

Yet such evenly-defined splits do not explain 
theySenate votes. For there the fence-jumping 
involved both widely different. regions and 
issues. The Democrats hati about as many 
Southern regulars as irregulars. The Republi- 
cans lost few more foreign policy votes because 
of insurrection than did the Democrats. 

‘What does appear in the Senate pattern is a 
similarity of political viewpoint among irregulars 


‘of each party: An avowed “conservative,” 


Virginia’s Senator Byrd leads the Democratic 
fence-jumpers. An avowed “liberal,” Senator 
Morse of Oregon leads the Republicans who 
jump the other way. | 
The ‘statistics suggest two points. One is that 


too much corruption. 


Judge Rubey M. Hulen told the jurors their 


verdict was both “sensible and intelligent.” It is 
impossible to quarrel with this judicial com- 
ment. Finnegan had been ably defended by a 
former United States District Attorney, Harry 
C. Blanton. The testimony was.detailed. Judge 
Hulen’s directions to the jury were careful and 
studied. And the jurors considered the issues 
until after midnight to reach their verdict. 

Consequently Finnegan stands convicted of 
two counts of misconduct in office. The jury 
decided that he accepted $5000 from the opera- 
tors. of the Warwick Hotel Co. to represent 
them in their claim against the Government. 
The jury also concluded that he took $3000 from 
the American Lithofold Corp. for helping to 
get this firm an RFC loan. 


Finnegan was acquitted on a third count of 
misconduct and on two counts of taking bribes 
from the Karol Kell Garment Co. when it was 
behind in tax payments. 

The main problem which the jurors faced was 
how to untangle conflicting testimony. Judge 
Hulen put the issue bluntly when he told the 
jurors to decide whether Finnegan had told 
the truth on the witness stand. Since Finnegan 
had denied the misconduct of which he wag 
convicted, obviously the jurors décided that he 
had lied on these points. ' 


This decision should do as much as anything 


that has happened to justify the long investiga- 


tions of the Internal Revenue Bureau, by the 
grand jury here, by Congress and by the press. 
Federal Judge George H. Moore directed the 
grand. jury inquiry, and had to prod and push 
the investigation and stand off the attempted 
interference of high Washington officials. 


Months ago the Post-Dispatch began.to dis- 
close the intricate and dubious connections be- 
tween the man who was the Government’s chief 
revenue collector here and his pfivate and 
political friends. There is a law against accep- 
tance of money ‘dy federal officers for repre- 
senting outside interests in Government matters. 
And yet Finnegan brazenly tried to dismiss the 
allegations against him by saying: 


Being collector you do a lot of things for 
' a lot of folks in your community. 


That is exactly what he did, however, and 
the jury decided that in two cases he did it 
illegally and for money. What seemed a callous 
disregard for propriety in public office was 
found to be a plain violation of law. 


The St. Louis conviction stands as a clear 
warning to the Truman Administration to clean 
house with more speed and decision. Scores of 
employes have been fired from the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. Finnegan was only one. How 
many of the others merit the attention of juries? 

The outcome of the Finnegan case is one 
answer to the public outrage at governmental 
corruption. There should be others. 
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Reminder for Gov. Smith 


The Legislature’s Senate-House Conference 
Committee has given its approval to the $6,000,- 
000 appropriation for the starting of a four-year 
medical school on the campus of the University 
of Missouri. That means the final decision will 
be up to Gov. Forrest Smith when he gets the 
omnibus bill in which this item is included. 

His signature ought to be automatic. Unfor- 
tunately, however, Gov. Smith has been talking 
recently as though he had a veto in mind. And 
his talk has directly echoed the propaganda of 
the Kansas City cabal which has been trying to 
block the establishment of a full state medical 
school anywhere except in Kansas City. The 
Governor's further statement that an appropri- 
ation of only $6,000,000 might force the school 
to start on a shoestring is contradicted on the 
record by President Middlebush of the univer- 
sity, as well as by its curators. 

It would be tragic if at the last minute the 
Governor would come to the rescue of the Kan- 
sas City crowd after its defeat in the Legisla- 
ture. The school should be established in Colum- 
bia. One good and sufficient reason is to meet 
rural Missouri’s need for more doctors and 
more hospital facilities. In this connection, Gov. 
Smith might recall saying in his inaugural ad- 
dress on Jan. 10, 1949: 


The shortage of doctors in rural Missouri 
and many of our small towns is indeed a 
grave situation and presents the greatest 
drawback to the health of our rural commu- 
nities. 

I recommend the enactment of legislation 
creating a four-year medical course under 
the supervision of'our State University .. . 
to better promote and maintain health for 
all Missouri citizens.

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Perhaps the Last Call 


If the United States Government does not join 
the Dominion of Canada in producing electric 
power in the proposed St. Lawrerice seaway 
project, either the New York Power Authority 
or private companies may wind up doing so. This 
possibility is pointed out in The Milwaukee Jour- 
nal by a Washington correspondent, Roy Van 
Every. The further point, that the values in- 
volved greatly transcend the limits of interest 
of a single state, or a power authority, or a pri- 
vate company, is also made by Mr. Van Every. 

Like Canada, parts of New York and New 
England are starved for reasonably-priced elec- 
tricity. High power rates are one of the reasons 
New England has been losing manufacturing en- 
terprises to regions where power is more abun- 
dant and lower-priced. Now here is a source of a 
tremendous amount of electric power available 
at a. cost of less than half what it would cost to 
generate by steam. There would be enough of it 
to increase by one tenth the electric power sup- 
ply of New Hampshire, Vermont, southern New 
England and New York state east of Rochester. 

Sarely it is an ironic example.of ynenlightened 
self-disinterest that “3 per cent of the Senators 
from the New Engl: 1d region voted against the.

ago. Surely it is more of the same that New 
England is not fighting tooth and nail for this 
development which can contribute so much to 
its future—or delimit it so sharply. ~ 

As the Milwaukee Journal’s correspondent ob- 
serves, the present time may be the last call for 
American cooperation.

A Routine Matter 


Your stand on separation of ‘church and 
state as revealed in your recent editorial, 
“Church Services on Public Property,” ap- 
pears to be extreme. 3 


You regret the action of the Lutheran 
group in Florissant, which rented space in 
the St. Ferdinand public school for a spe- 
cial service. You conclude that this was 
inimical to the separation principle. 


The Florissant Lutherans do not wish 
to hold regular services at the school. They 
rented the school facilities as a routine 
matter because large meeting halls are 
not available in that community. 


How can you construe this action as a 
breach in the wall of separation? 


Lutherans are serious about separation 
of church and state. They want no coer- 
cion in religion. A century ago they set- 
tled here in droves to escape the coercion 
of a European government that presumed 
to dictate to them what to believe. 


Lutherans do not want government aid 
in building their denomination. State aid 
spells state control. We repudiate the at- 
tempts of any church body to build its 
strength with the aid of the public treas- 
ury or the police powers of the state. We 
will resist the attempts of any church 
body to gain a preferred position in the 
American state. 

. But we do not believe that separation of 

church and state implies the curtailment 
or discouragement of religion. We believe 
the state should be the friend of religion 
without partiality to any church group. 
The action -of the Elorissant school board 
was along that line. :

A Poet’s Truths and Values 


EDWIN “ARLINGTON ROBINSON: A CRITICAL $TUDY,- 
by Ellsworth Barnard, (MacMillan, 318 pgs.,, $4.75).

Of all the excellent studies of Mr. Rob- 
inson’s poetry which already are in print, 
none has gone into such close detail, or 
made so inclusive’ a commentary as has 
Dr. Barnard’s. His chapter titles show the ° 
angles of his approach-—Poetics, Barriers, 
Words and Music, Organic Forms, He has 
two chapters or Robinson’s characters, and 
for his own conclusions, he balances Veri- 
ties with Values. He has given a glance at 
some unpublished theses for doctorates 
and has fetched fresh,: shrewd commen- 
tary from them. For his own part, he has 
a fairly new perspective. While he says 
little of the everits-of the poet’s life, he. 
makes much of his temperament, believ- 
ing that it throws light. on some lyrics, 

inspires others, and.

A number of times Dr. Barnard wrestles, 
with the charge of obscurity made so often 
against the poetry. He admits that some 
of the sonnets puzzle, but he quotes the 
poet as saying, “Why don’t they read me? 
It’s all there.” ‘True, it is. So is the needle 
in the haystack. 

The critic here certainly knows his man, 
his pity, charity, and his favorite theme, 
man’s ability to endure to the end. The 
critic knows tod. how much humor runs 
through the lines, pawky humor, mischief, 
dry wit, and sheer infectious nonsense. But 
he returns again to stress the fascination 
that a human being, complex, frustrated, 
and still game, had for Robinson. If Dr. 
Barnard has a favorite, we’d guess it to 
be Tasker Norcross. 

The book fills a need; no other critic 
has been quite sc complete, and maybe 
not so obvious at times. But a little ob- 
viousness may temper some of the obscuri- 
ties.

“TAROLD IN TTALY 


First Violist Herbert van hes 
Burg Soloist in Work 
by Berlioz.

The Symphony No. 3 by Hector 


Berlioz, known better as “Harold 
in Italy,” was the feature attrac- 
tion of yesterday afternoon's con- 
cert by the St. Louis Symphony 


Burg, first violist of the orchestra, 
played the sdlo part and Vladimir 
Golschmann conducted. It was a 
happy collaboration all around. 
The work itself has genuine dis- 
tinction in the very literal sense 
of being a strong affirmation of 


the composer’s distinct personal- 
ity. Moreover it is extremely ef- 
fective and not merely because of 
its instrumentation, 


The material is not only ex- 
pressive but also viable; and it is 
used in a way that absorbs the 
developmental operations into 
what strikes the listener as a 
continuous, ever changing nar- 
rative. The solo part, which is 
really an obbligato, serves as uni- 
fying ingredient for the whole 
work even while it impersonates 
the well realized, if somewhat de- 
tached character of a carefree 
wanderer, 

Herbert van den Burg’s per- 
formance of this part was tonally 
gracious and cleanly modelled. 
It was not the sort of part that 
allowed any obvious technical 
virtuosity. What it called for was 
sensitive musicianship with a fine 
sense of adjustment to the whole 
and the soloist met the demands 
with complete satisfaction. The 
whole performance was artfully 
organized by conductor Golsch- 
mann. The atmospheric and lyr- 
ical passages were fluent in 
movement and lovely in sound; 
the more brilliant and massive 
scoring was dramatically treated. 
Cohesion and balance was grati- 
fying in evidence most of the 
time though an occasional fortis- 
simo was disturbingly dominated 
by the percussion. 

“Harold in Italy” hasn’t been 
played in St. Louis for more than 
a quarter of a century. The vital, 
sharply pointed up performance 
made it sound fresh and short. 
Ernest Chausson’s only symphony, 
which was also included in the 
program, is better known to the 
public though it is still something 
of a novelty. It bears a certain 
resemblance to the Cesar Franck 
symphony but on the whole it is 
slightly more reserved and much 
healthier. Here again the per- 
formance was such as to show 
off its qualities to their best ad- 
vantage. As the line was usually 
extended against a fairly rich 
texture of instrumental coloring, 
the blending — which Conductor 
Golschmann managed with fine 
taste and skill—was all-important. 
It was a poetic work—tinged with 
religious feeling—and it was

The building was bought from 
the Third Presbyterian Church, 
which in 1847 had called the Rev. 

Of the 
77 charter members of the Con- 
gregational church, 67 came over 
from the Presbyterian church. 

The Rev. Dr. Post served as 
minister until 1882. Three of his

In 1860 a new church was com- 
pleted on the northeast corner of 
Tenth and Locust streets.

not be a healthy child and therefore he will not develop 
his potential abilities and graces. 

This does not imply that a child should have everything 
he reaches for and his every whim gratified. Things never 
made a child happy yet. For the minute a new toy pleases 
him, but only for the minute. He tosses it aside and asks for 
the next one.

HAPPINESS is not gained by material satisfactions. They 
help. A good meal puts a child in shape to receive happiness 
but it does not maintain it. A gift helps to create a cheerful 
spirit but it will not maintain it. What helps the most is the 
emotional atmosphere that surrounds the child. When his 
meals are served with love, when he is given some token of 
affection, happiness creeps into his spirit and is likely to stay 
there. Only love, the real thing, creates this atmosphere. 

Love is not weak, so it never spoils a child, never mistakes 
indulgence for service, nor selfishness for itself, love. It is 
discerning, knowing good from the not good; it is wise, know- 
ing the lasting from the ephemeral; it is steadfast, not waver- 
ing, and it creates in the child that feels it a core of strength, 
assurance and security.

NO CHILD, any more than any adult, can live through a 
day without some shadow falling upon his spirit. Mistakes 
will happen as they must when a child acts. Tears will fall, to 
comfort him when the pain of his mistake strikes his spirit.

in awhile she likes to mix up her 
own batch. 

Once in awhile, I feel the same 
way, and when I get the urge I 
am likely to use the older stand- 
ard recipe. Perhaps because I 
have made so many cakes of this 
type it seems just as quick to 
me as the one-bowl method. If 
the shortening is at room tem- 
perature, creaming it with the 
sugar is not a long chore and 
the batter takes practically no 
beating. after the flour is added. 
Perhaps if you have an electric 
mixer, the one-bowl method .will 
be quicker. 

I like the results of the stand- 
ard method because the crust is 
more tender and the cake itself 
is not quite so sweet.: For the 
sake of texture, a larger amount 
of sugar is necessary for the one- 
bowl cake. Of course, I enjoy 
either type you offer me if it’s 
only a short time out of the oven. 
There’s nothing like a fresh cake. 
I feel this strongly because when 
I was a child, it was a crime to 
cut the cake that was always 
made on Saturdays until dessert 
time at Sunday dinner, if ice 
cream was to be the dessert. Oth- 
erwise, the cake was reserved 
for Sunday night supper.
